At an adjourned meeting of the Dublin 
Municipal Council yesterday, 

The Lord Mayor, who presided, referred to 
the question of food supplies, and mentioned 
that since the previous meeting last Monday 
things had become somewhat acute in reference 
to some commodities coming into the city. The 
hay question had certainly become easier, and 
he thought they were likely to have extra 
nn “Wg during the next fortnight or three 
weeks. Bo far as potatoes were concerned, 
owing to the strong action taken by the Coun- 
cil better supplies were coming to market ata 
cheaper rate. Representatives of the milk pro” 
ducers and datrymen called on the Committee 
appointed by the Council and stated that all 
supplies would be withdrawn if the Food Con- 
troller’s Order was put in force. Negotiations 
then took place between the Food Depart- 
ment and the dairymen, and the latter at his 
special request consented to supply the milk 
in accordance with the Order for that day and 
Tuesday, and consequently that morning they 
had a fairly decent eupply of milk. The Food 
Department had written to state that if the 
trade proved their case by allowing a full in- 
spection by expert auditors of the books of 
selected dairies they would reconsider the re- 
The matter was now purely 
the Food Department and th: 
dairy owners, and he thought that their part 
as public representatives was not to quibbi 
with either parties, but to demand from the 
Government a full milk supply, if the deiry- 
men were unable to supply it, so as to keep 
poor people from starvation. 

Mr. Cosgrave drew attention to the reatric- 
tions on the pot-etill industry, and pointed out 
the hardships inflicted by the prohibitions on 
brewing and distilling. The Government wore 
proce aes a little too far, and they might find 
a rude awakening in store for them. 

Mr. Beattie thought it was inconsistent on 
the part of the Government to curtail im- 
portant Irish industries when it was stated that 
if they were continued milk could be surplied 
at 5d. a guart. Such interference was not in 
operation in England or Scotland. 

The Lord Mayor said he would be glad i? Mr. 
Beattio could ascertain if brewing and die- 
Uiling were in operation as usual in England 
and Scotland, as he had been told that a case 
had been reported in which 100,000 barrels of 
barley had left this country, and some of it was 
filtering thro to diStilleries across the 
Channel. 

Mr. J. J. O'Neill said that the statement wea 
quite right. 

Mr. Delany stated that the manner in whieh 
some of the Food Orders was carried out was 
against common-sense. Cattle were being sold 
at Glasgow at 23s. per cwt. over the fixed 
Price, 

Mr. J. J. O'Neill declared that milch cows 
wero exported last week from Dublin ‘despite 
the prohibition Order. Butter, too, was ox- 
ported while local merchants could not get 
supplies 

Mr. Maher stated that were it not for the 
Lord Mayor's personal intervention there would 
not have been a drop of milk in Dublin that 
day. The dairymen were not out to firht the 
public, but to fight the Government far fair 
play and the right to live. Sir Thomas Russel! 
had stated that no live beast would be sold 
without a permit in the Dublin market this 
week, but if necessary he would defy Bir 
Thomas Russell and eell his cattle on the 
atreeta He alle ged that milch rows were being 
exported as etrippere to England, where after a 
rest they were aold as milchers. If the Food 
Controller wanted cows to be fed on straw he 
would find that the euprly would be seriously 
din inished 

The Lord Mayor hoped that the public would 
realie whether it was the Food Controller or 
the dairy keepers were at fault. Somebody 
must be at fault if the public could not got 
milk

KERRY WILL SUIT

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Jerusalem Delivered. 


In the year 1517 the Sultan Selim cap- 
tured Jerusalem; the year 1917 has re- 
deemed it from the Turk. Mr. Bonar Law 
announced in the House of Commons yes- 
terday that General Allenby’s masterly 
operations in Palestine have been crowned 
by the occupation of the Holy City. It has 
changed hands many times in its three 
thousand years of recorded history, but 
has never been taken from the south. 
General Allenby developed his advance in 
a north-easterly direction towards thé 
country in the rear of Jerusalem. One 
after another of the famous places of 
sacred history fell into his possession as he 
carried out steadily, and almost without a 
check, his plan of encircling the 
city. In the last weeks of November 
a British column, advancing along the 
high road from Jaffa, was within six miles 
of Jerusalem. Another was a few miles 
more to the north-west. A third was 
marching to block the northern exit— 
the main road from Jerusalem to Samaria, 
which is described in General Allenby’s 
despatch as the Jerusalem-Shechem road. 
No doubt, General Allenby could have 
closed his net more than a week ago, but 
the motive for his delay is wholly honour- 
able tohim. He was anxious to avoid, and 
has avoided, damage to sacred places 
in and around the city. On the 8th 
instant he attacked from south, west, east, 
and north. One body of troops, advancing 
from Bethlehem, seized the Jerusalem- 
Jericho road; and another established 
itself astride the Jerusalem-Shechem 
road. On Sunday “the Holy City, 
thus isolated, was surrendered to 
General Allenby.” In these bald 
words is recorded not merely the 
successful conclusion of a most daring 
and skilful feat of arms, but the closing

This dispute, however, has been 
referred to the arbitration of the Mavor. and 
the bakers resumed their work veeterday as 
usual, But when the drivers turned up they 
were not allowed to etart work. the master 
bakers having in the meantime decided to cease 
delivery. It is known that there is a consider- 
able shortage of flour in the citv. The master 
bakers have placed the whole matter before 
the Food Controller. The Joint Committee of 
the Bakers, Bread-servers, and Allied Workers 
have issued a notice to the public stating that 
whatever inconvenience may be occasioned in re- 
gard to the bread supply it is not to he at- 
tributed to the threatened etrike in the trade 
for although their notice to stop work expired 
on Saturday a notice was served on the em. 
ployers on the morning of that day intimating 
that eo far aa they were concerned work would 
continue as usual pending further negotiations 
with the Board of Trade, the Board in the 
meantime doing all in their power to have the 
matter settled by arbitration. The Loca! Food 
Control Committee have made urgent repre- 
sentations to the Food Controller with a view to 
bringing about a settlement of the crisis.
